The broad steps on the east of the 
Capitol were lilied with thousands of 
women delegates and other Sunday 
school workers. 
Several heavy town- 
pours of rain delayed the parade foi 
almost an hour and the watchers took 
shelter indoors, but a strong wind 
came up and blew most of the clouds 
away. 
Pennsylvania avenue has seen hun­ 
dreds of thousands of soldiers march 
along its broad way, but never a mere 
enthusiastic array than the "soldiers 
of the cross" who tramped along its 
rain washed path. 
To the tune of 
"Onward, Christian Soldiers" and oth­ 
er hymns they marched, bearing ban­ 
ners inscribed with numerous Chris­ 
tian mottoes.

Electrical Power ♦or Farm Wheels. 
Fargo, N. D„ May 21.— Cass county 
is establishing an electric power plant 
at the county farm, north of the city,

Beam Seen in Sky W as Branch of Its 
Tail. 
Geneva, N. Y., May 21.— Dr. Will­ 
iam It. Brooks, director of Smith's ob­ 
servatory, believes that the beam of 
light seen in the eastern sky Thurs­ 
day morning was a branch of the tail 
of Hailey's comet; that the earth had 
really passed through the preceding 
portion of the tail, and that we were 
then actually immersed in the hollow 
part ut the tail as indicated in the 
black streak previously observed, ex­ 
tending ten to twelve million of miles 
back from the nucleus. 
The head of the comet, Dr. Brooks 
says, as in the last, is moving forward 
undisturbed in its orbit, very accurate­ 
ly to its computed position. 
Hailey’s comet was under observa­ 
tion here from 7:40 to 8:35 Friday 
night. 
Astronomers first observed it 
through a four-inch telescope at 7.40. 
At 8:10 o’clock the phenomenon was 
visible to toe naked eye and remained 
so until it became lost behind a cloud 
bank at 3:35. 
It set about 9 o’clock. 
"The 
comet 
appeared 
as 
of the 
brightness of a star of the second mag­ 
nitude,” Professor Edwin Frost said. 
“No tail was observed. 
The exposures 
of the spectrum show principally a 
continuous spectrum, which means it 
is chiefly due to reflected sunlight. 
The gaseous constituents were less 
conspicuous than when the comet was 
in 
the morning sky, and 
appeared 
faint."
